A CRAZY YOUNG MAN. 


The Doctors Uaite ia Declaring the Insanity of 
James Nutt. 

Pirrsurs, January 17.—When the Nutt 
trial opened this morning the courtroom was 
crowded as usual. Mrs. Nutt and family 
were not in their usual seats. Among those 
present, however, were Mrs. Breckenridge, 
accompanied by her husband, who is cashier 
of the Peoples’ national bank of Uniontown, 
and who received letters threat®ning his lifeif 
he appeared as witness here. The prisoner 
was brought in looking fresh and smiling. 
Itisnow thought thatthe trial will extend 
wellinto next week, as there is only a bare 
possibility that the defense will more than 
get through with the Witmesses by 
Saturday. In an interview during 
the recess of the court, Mr. Breckenridge said 
that the letters received by him were scurril- 
ious, and advised him to leave the county, 
calied Lim vile names, and cast reflections on 
himself and the Natt family. In the case of 
Nutt’s acquital, be thought it would not be 
wise for him to return to Uniontown, and that 
he should ‘‘go west’ foratime, There were 
those in Uniontown who bore him no good, 
but Breckenridge doubted ifany open demon- 
stration of animosity would be made. A 
number of other people from Uniontown ex- 
pressed themselves in the same manner, and 
some thought it might develop into a sectional 
matter that would create lasting and tradi- 
tional animosities. 

WHAT TEE DOCTOBS SAY. 

Medical expert testimony was then called. 
Dr. A. M. Pollack was the first witness. He 
said ‘‘he felt compelled to give testimony as 
an expert in cases of mortal difficulties.” 
Hypothetical cases was put to the doctor by 
counsel for defense embracing all the points 
in James Nutt’s case, constituting a synopsis 
of what had been offered in re- 
lation to his mental incapacity. As 
suming all these points to be_ true, 
said’ counsel, what is your idea of 
the mental condition of Nutt’s mind at the 
time of firing off the pistol. Dr. Pollock re- 
plied: ‘‘A person with the ancestry cited, 
would be almost certain to inherit insanity.” 
I should think a person under the condition 
cited would be insane. Some persons have 
an insane temperament that may suddenly 
break down their mental control, yet persons 
who have such heritage pass through a whole 
life without insanity becoming manifest. I 
have known cases where there was a distinct 
manifestation of unscundness of mind, which 
passed away withoutany apparent permanent 
resuits. Afterthbeimpulse had reached an 
irresistable point, the condition of insanily 
would remain. After a homicidal act, result- 
ing from upbsoundness of mind, the un- 
soundness would most likely remain. When 
there was not unsouudness, following circum- 
stances would determine whether or not the

THE RELIEF OF GREELY. 


The Authorities Considering Means of Rellef—Pians 
P’ropvused, 


WASHINGTON, Jauuary 17.—The president 
transmitted to congress to-day a communica- 
tion from the secretary of war, and the secre- 
tary of the navy, setting forth the necessity 
for another expedition to Smith’s sound, tor 


| the relief of the signal service party, under 


Greely, and several 
messages recommending that an 
appropriation for that purpose 
be at once made. Secretaries Lincoin and 
Chandler in their letter to the president says: 
The board of officers of the army and navy, 
conyened by the president December 17, 
i883, to consider the Greely relief 
expedition, is of opinioa that 
the control of the expedition should be com- 
mitted to the navy cepartment, and that it is 
indispensible that it snould be on the ground 
at the earliest possible time. There is no re- 
cord of vessels, baving passed Cape York, 
the northernmost point of Mellville bay, be- 
fore the first of June, and therefore the ex- 
pedition should arrive at — U pernavik, 
the niost northern Danish settle- 
ment in Greenland, not later than 
May 20th, and sheuld _be fit- 
tedand in compete readiness to 
leave New York, not later than May 
first. The board recommends the immediate 
purchase of two full powered steam whalers, 
or steam sealers, of from 500 to 600 tons dis- 
placement, and that these vessels should be 
thoroughly equipped with boats and sleds. 
We have the honor to communicate these 
recommendations to you, wita our concur- 
rence in them, end have further to express 
the opinion that 1t may also be deemed wise 
to dispatch a smaller and less completely 
equipped vessel as an advance ship, which 
may be able to take greater risks 
in early spring navigation than 
would be considered justifiable i the case of 
the two steam sealers, upon which the uiti- 
mate success of the expedition may depend. 
We recommend that congress be requested to 
authorize the president to prepare and dis- 
patch an expedition to the coast of Green- 
iand, Smith sound or Lady Franklin bay, 
for the purpose ol relieving and 
bringing home Lieutenant A. W. Greely and 
party, and that an appropriation be made 
tor manning, equipping and supplying the 

ecessary Vessels. 4 

In bis message of transmittal, the presi- 
dent says: iu the plans for the relief of this 
party, as arranged with Lieutenant Greely, 
it was coptempiated that an eifurt would be 
made to communicate with him and 
furnish him any needed assistance 
in 1882, and again in 153s, Subsequently

The act 
sprang from @ mania that was ‘possessing him 
at the time, and not from the opportunity. 
[ have no doubt that he designed and con- 
templated the kiiling of Dukes for a long 
time. The court adjourned. 
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AN INTERESTING CASE. 


Ceup KReeovers $15,000 us Damages to His Circus 
by a Kailway Accident. 

Detroit, January 17.—An interesting case 
has been on trial in the courts of this city for 
several days, end was decided thisevening. In 
the year [882 William Coup’s circus hada very 
disastrous season in the south, and in erder 
to make up the losses sustained in that region, 
the manager started for the north. An acci- 
dent on the Wabash railroad, Indiana, not 
only detained the circus several days, but 
prevented them fulfilling their dates in De- 
troit and killed and injured several employes, 
horses and animals, ruined the canvas and 
demoralized things generally. 

As the outcome of this aggregate misfor- 
tune, Coup claimed that he could not meet 
surrent expenses, tue employes became dis- 
satizfied and attachments were issued, the 
property seized and sold by the sneriff and 
the proprietor bankrupted. 

Coup brought suit against the “Vabash as 
the cause, through negligence, of his disaster, 
Jaying the damages at $100,000. The suit has 
been hotly contested, and a large number of 
interesting legal questions raised during the 
trial. The jury finally returned a verdict of 
515,000, =. 


A TRAIN OF STOCK CARS. 


An Immense Shipment of Cattle For the Foreign 
Market. - 

Burralo, January 17.—A train of thirty 
splendid palace stock cars wasoneof the 
sights at the New York Central freight yard 
yesterday. This train left Boston. empty 
about a week ago, and was loaded at Chicago 
by W. H. Monroe with first class cattle for 
the European market. It ig the first venture 
oi the kind, and may work a revolution in an 
important branco of the Ameri- 
can cattle trade. The cars were 
built on the Lincoln patent, under the 
supervision of F. D. Adams, master car buil- 
der of the Boston and Albanyrailroad. They 
are handsome,and models of convenience and 
comfort for cattle transportation. They are 
so arranged that the cattle are fed, watered 
and comfortably slatted in each car. The au- 
tomatic appliances for this much needed and 
humane work are simple and strong. By ar- 
rangements with the New York Central and 
Lake Shore roads, express time, or 
about thirty niles an hour,is secured in transit 
thereby saving shrinkage in cattle and closely 
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meeting the time of ocean shipment. The 
transfer at terinini of roads is made in a few 
minutes. Another train of thirty cars is soon 
to be brought out by the Boston and Albany 
company, and when more moderate weather 
comes and time schedules can be perfected, 
radical changes in other eastern trunk lines 
in the matter of cattle transportation may be 
looked for. Notwithstanding the cold weather 
prevailing from the time the train left Chi- 
cago, the cattle appeared to be in the most 
comfortable condition. 


ROSEN VON ROSENSTEIN. 


The Curious Story of a Young Man Growa O'4 ia 
Peverty. 

CLEVELAND, January 17.—A few days ago 
the Society for Organizing Charity received a 
letter asking aid, signed Rosen von Rosen- 
stein. To-day a reporter founa the applicant 
inasmall room on Sked ttreet.

4% the Sacrifice of the Mach Neegded Imprevements 
Theat Could be Named by the Dozen—The 
Mayor Faile to Strike the Popular

The interview with Mayor Goodwin pub- 
lished yesterday,in which he outlined a plan 
‘or reducing the city’s rate of taxation was 
very generally read and commented on. 
While some were inctined to quietly submit 
and permit the mayor to work out the city’s 
«alvation, a very considerable majority took 
-scue with the mayor inayery decided man- 
ner. A ConsTITUTION man picked up some of 
the remarks that fell by the wayside. 

Said Mr. Frank Rice: “I hope they wiil not 
-educe the tax rate. If we have a surplus we 
nad better improve the waterworks and get 
of the fifteen per cent extra losurance thatis 
now puton because of the insufficiency of 
‘he water supply. Besides getting off 
this fifteen per cent we wou d make our prop- 
ry safer. If there is notoing to improve at 

» walerworks, then rather than reduce the

Ordinary Calhoun, who was the prede- 
cessor of Hon. J. W. Eagiish iu the mayor’s 
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Caair, Said: 

“When you askif I am in favor of reducing 
the taxes, I feel in duty bourfd to say that I 
am not—that is,not.at the present time, Dur- 
ing my term of otiice as mayor the duties and 
requirements of my pesition compelled me to 
acquaint mygelf thoroughly with the sivua- 
tion—with the wants and necessities of the 
city, andthis question of taxation occupied 
my thoughts much ofthe time. From one 
pointol viewit would be gratifying to me to 
have lower taxes, but I can- 
pot see our way clear to a reduction 
ut present. People should bearin mind the 
fact that Atlanta is a young city, still grow- 
ing, still progressing. To put it plainly, she 
is stul in the rough, and there is a great deal 
to be done before we can afford to slacken 
our pace in the material improvements which 
are each year more imperatively demanded. 
[t would be bad policy in a man who was 
ha'f way through witha great work to begin 
reduciug expenses. The work must reach 
such a stage of completeness as to render a 
reduction jadicious and safe. When the na- 
ture of the work to be done here 
is considered—=street improvements, 
a better system of waterworks, and other 
matters of general public benefit, I think 
that property owners will decide that wecan- 
not afford to cut down the revenues necessa- 
ry to carry on and complete these public im- 
provements lIexpecttoliveand diein At- 
lanta, and without favoring hasty 
action or lavish outlay, I feel that a sufficient 
sum of money should be expended every 
year on our public works to make them 
worthy of the city’s population, growth and 
standing asa great center of commerce and 
industry. Thatis the way I look at it.”’ 

Our reporters collected many opinions not 
noted here for the lack of space. ‘The cur- 
rent was almost unbrokingly in favor of 
maintaining the tax-rate where it is,and put- 
ting the surplus revenue, if there be any, 1n- 
to permanent and needed improvements.

One of them said yesterday: 

“Ido not think that any of these plans 
will be entirely satisfactory to the com- 
mission.

While a 
million dollars may build such a house as 
the state is obliged to have it wou'd stiil not 
come up to tae expeciations of the people, 
nor equal the dignity of the State, 
am not sure that is would not be a good idea 
to wait and go before the legislature and 
state that the million dollar capiiol 
will not be what they expect, and ask them 
if they want to raise the appropriation or let 
us move ahead On a million doliar basis.”’
